Building 
connections 
with Fiji 

Local vet helps with overpopulation 
of hunting dogs

Gord Krebs, Didsbury veterinarian, 
recently went to Fiji to spay and 
neuter hunting dogs, to save them 
from being poisoned. 

During his two week visit with the 
Canadian Animal Assistance Team 
(CAAT), Krebs not only accomplished 
his goal of saving the dogs, but he 
also helped build a relationship 
between children in Fyi and grade 5 
students from Didsbury and Olds. 

On the island there is no veterinari¬ 
an so dogs become 
very overpopulated. 

In an effort to fix the 
problem, the govern¬ 
ment poisons the 
dogs. 

CAAT decided 
there was a better 
way to solve the 
problem, so they 
decided to take the 
trip to Fyi to spay 
and neuter the ani¬ 
mals. 

In total three vet¬ 
erinarians, four technicians and three 
helpers went on the trip. 

Unable to fly with the neccessary 
drugs, the group purchased the drugs 
from Fyi, but brought all their own 
equipment. 

Prior to leaving for his trip on April 
2, grade 5 students from Didsbury 
and Olds gave Krebs letters and 
school supplies for him to bring to 
the children in Fiji. 

According to Krebs the children in 
Fyi were very excited to receive the 
gifts and the letters, and so they 
wrote letters in return. 

The Didsbury Elks and Royal 
Purple also donated 20 soccer balls 
for the kids, and Didsbury 
Pharmasave donated lip gloss and 
nail polish. 

Upon arriving in Kadavu, an island 
in Fyi, Krebs started off the trip with 
some spearfishing with some locals 
for food. 

The second day there the group of 
10 from CAAT travelled together to 
the first island to start their work, but 
for the remainder of the trip they 
broke up into three groups. 

Every day the groups would travel 
to new islands by boat because there 
are no roads on the island. 

Boat rides would take approximate¬ 
ly an hour, and then the groups had to 


hike to the location. 

There was one toilet per village, 
one common shower, no power, very 
little running water, and only every 
third village had a radio. 

“Once we set up we would catch the 
dogs, give them a needle in the bum 
and leave them alone for 10 minutes," 
said Krebs. “Once they would start to 
fall asleep we would give them anoth¬ 
er needle to completely knock them 
out and then start surgery." 

Permission was obtained from all 
the dogs’ owners before surgery was 
done. 

The purpose of the 
dogs in Fiji is for hunting 
only, they are not consid¬ 
ered pets. 

Locals eiyoyed watch¬ 
ing the surgeries because 
it was something they 
had never seen before. 

The dogs would wake 
up about an hour follow¬ 
ing surgery. 

“It was the nicest vet 
clinic in the world,” said 
Krebs. “Sitting on the 
beach with the ocean 
behind you." 

Krebs said the people from the vil¬ 
lages were the nicest people he has 
ever met. They have very little, but 
they are willing to share whatever 
they have. 

“The kids all run over and want to 
hug you and want you to play with 
them," said Krebs. 

At the end of the days before leav¬ 
ing the villages to head back to the 
resort the groups participated in a 
local ritual of drinking kava with the 
chief of the village. 

“It is a ceremony they do every day 
after work,” said Krebs. “It tasted like 
potato water. My tongue and lips 
would go numb." 

Everywhere they worked the group 
would put up a Canada flag. 

“Everyone was very happy about 
what we were doing," said Krebs. 

In total the group spayed or 
neutered 201 animals, and put ear 
tags on them all to protect them from 
getting poisoned. 

On the final day before heading 
home, locals sang to the group and 
put flowers around their necks. 

“The idea is when you are leaving 
on the boat, if you plan on coming 
back you are supposed to throw the 
flowers in the water,” said Krebs. “We 
all did."

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Raise taxes on smokes, say organizers 

Anti-tobacco campaign targets 

teen smoking

With central Alberta Conservative MLAs saying they 
welcome efforts to reduce tobacco use among Alberta 
teens, a new campaign is calling on those same MLAs 
to raise taxes on cigarettes to make them less afford¬ 
able to kids. 

A coalition of 15 health organizations launched the 
Smoke-Free Alberta campaign last week aimed at mak¬ 
ing the Klein government do more to fight smoking 
among Alberta teens. 

The campaign was launched to address rising smok¬ 
ing levels among teens in the province. Organizers 
cited a recent survey by the Canadian Council for 
Tobacco Control which found smoking rates among 
Alberta teens are up 30 per cent for teens age 15 - 19. 

Campaign organizers are calling on PC leadership 
candidates and government MLAs to state what they 
personally plan to do to address the issue, said Dr. 
Roger Hodkinson, president of the Action for Smoking 
and Health advocacy group. 

The campaign is also calling for a $2 a pack hike in 
taxes, the enactment of new restrictions on tobacco 
market ing and sales, legislation to make workplaces in 
the province 100 per cent smoke-free, and a ban on 
tobacco sales in pharmacies. 

“It’s very clear that the most effective way of reduc¬ 
ing cigarette consumption is to increase the price, and 
the evidence for that is there in spades internationally," 
said I)r. Hodkinson. “Young people are the most price 
sensitive part of the market and we know for a fact that 
price increase would do a great deal to reduce this 
recent increase. 

“We intend to make this a central political issue in 
the upcoming leadership campaign." 

Dan Holinda, spokesperson for Canadian Cancer 
Society, says: “We believe that the lack of meaningful 
tobacco policy in Alberta is contributing to the sudden 
rise in teen smoking.” 

Alberta taxes on cigarettes are second lowest of any 
jurisdiction in Canada. 


Innisfail-Sylvan Lake MLA Luke Ouellette said he 
welcomes attempts to reduce smoking among young 
people. 

“If there’s a survey out there showing that teen smok¬ 
ing out there is up 30 per cent that’s not a good thing,” 
said Ouellette. “If the survey is correct, it’s a high con¬ 
cern on why we would have more young people smok¬ 
ing. 1 will support the health minister in any good poli¬ 
cies that will try to help curb our teens from starting 
smoking.

“I have two children, neither one of them smoke and 
I’d sure hate to see them start.” 

As far as raising taxes on cigarettes, Ouellette said if 
it can be proven that would reduce tobacco use, he 
would support it. 

“If a rise in taxation of cigarettes would help stop 
teens from smoking I’m all for it. But let’s do an analy¬ 
sis to make sure that’s going to make a difference, not 
just get more money. We sure don’t want to see more 
smuggling because we've raised the price of ciga¬ 
rettes." 

Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills MLA Richard Marz said he 
welcomes ongoing efforts to end youth tobacco use. 

“I’m totally in favour of reducing tobacco use among 
everyone, especially young people,” said Marz. “I’m not 
so sure that two bucks on a pack tax will do that.” 

Raising taxes may lead to a rise of smuggling, he said. 

Marz called for more education programs and more 
enforcement of the province’s current laws, which pro¬ 
hibit persons under 18 from possession cigarettes. 

Marz also said he predicts tighter anti-smoking laws 


in Alberta once a new PC leader is chosen. 

Rocky Mountain House MLA Ty Lund was not imme¬ 
diately available for comment. 

Sundre River Valley School student Danielle 
Neegaard is a member of her school’s BLAST (Building 
Leadership For Action In Schools) program, which 
works to reduce tobacco use among young people. She 
said raising taxes on cigarettes to make them less 
attractive to kids is a good idea. 

“That’s sounds very good actually," said Neegaard. “It 
could work.” 

Dr. Hodkinson said the new campaign will continue 
“until the screaming logic penetrates the skulls of 
whoever is in charge.”

Special Constable lined 


up for shotgun training

Didsbury’s Special Constable will par¬ 
ticipate in firearm training as part of a 
new initiative through the Alberta 
Solicitors General. 

The course was devel¬ 
oped in response to identi¬ 
fied concerns around the 
availability of shotgun 
training. 

According to Matt 
Barker, manager of the 
special constable pro¬ 
gram, they developed this 
course, in conjunction 
with Sustainable Resource 
Development (Fish and 
Wildlife) especially for 
special constables who 
have authority to carry a 
shotgun for purposes of 
enforcing the Dangerous 
Dog Act or the Stray 
Animals Act. 

The training program 
will involve comprehen¬ 
sive instruction based on 
the currently established Fish and 
Wildlife training curriculum and will be 
the standard for those who wish to utilize 
a shotgun. 

The course is extremely valuable, in 
content and applicability, and should be 
seen as an increase to current training 
standards, said Barker. 

Two courses will be held this spring, on

June 19 to 21 and the second course goes 
June 21 to 23, at the Sustainable Resource 
Development training facility in Hinton. 

Didsbury’s Special Cst. Greg Hnatiuk 
has been put on a waiting list, as both 
courses are presently full. 

“Cst. Hnatiuk does not 
presently carry a gun,” 
said Roy Brown, interim 
CAO for the town. “We are 
waiting until the new role 
of the special constables 
are provided to us, and at 
that time council will 
determine whether to pur¬ 
chase a shotgun.” 

Once t he course is com¬ 
plete a yearly recertifica¬ 
tion is required for only 
half a day, at a reduced 
cost. The cost for the orig¬ 
inal course is approxi¬ 
mately $280, including 
meals and ammunition. 

All special constables 
are required to take this 
course by December 31, 
2000 to be considered 
trained to the required 
level, said Barker. 

“If Cst. Hnatiuk was to receive a shot¬ 
gun it would be for use in emergency sit¬ 
uations only, where the use of a shotgun 
would be the appropriate strategy,” said 
Brown. 

It was approved by town council to 
send Cst. Hnatiuk to shotgun training at 
the last town council meeting.

This was my first 
encounter with the little 
rubber shield that they fit 
around the tooth being 
drilled so that debris does 
not go all over your mouth 
and I don't remember 
wearing a welder’s mask 
last time I was in, but 
maybe that is to protect 
you from flying gravel 
while they are drilling out 
an old filling. It is indeed 
another crown. I don't 
know how expensive this 
one will be because their 
computer was not 
responding so we could 
not arrive at my share after 
Blue Cross etc. 

Rhazes, a Persian physi¬ 
cian in the tenth century, 
was the first doctor to fill 
cavities. IU> used a paste 
made from alum and mas¬ 


tic. Mastic is the resin from 
a Mediterranean evergreen 
tree. I don't know how long 
the filling lasted but the 
drilling had to be just horri¬ 
ble. It was accomplished 
by the doctor holding a 
spike between his thumb 
and forefinger and rotating 
the spike while pushing 
down with all his might. In 
the eighteenth century they 
developed a hand-held drill 
with a rotary mechanism 
from a clock. They must 
have had to wind it up. 

George Washington's 
dentist, John Greenwood, 
adapted his mother’s spin¬ 
ning wheel to rotate a bit 
and next there was a quite 
rapid, foot pedalled drill. 
The drawback was that the 
quick rotation generated a 
lot of intense heat. 
Greenwood's drill rotated 
about 500 times a minute; 
modem water cooled mod¬ 
els make more than half a 
million turns a minute.

According to Cheek, the Stingers have been training 
at the Olds High School and because of the limited 
space in the gym, the practices have been focussed on 
the basics of the game and conditioning. 

“We really haven't had much time at working on 
plays, our practices have been quite simple up to this 
time,” Cheek added. 

But now with the Stingers moving into the Olds 
Sports Complex, Cheek indicated they will have the 
opportunity to work on different drills and playmaking 
at upcoming practices. 

Because the Stingers are dressing mostly experi¬ 
enced players, Cheek noted the players were satisfied 
with their performance against the Venom.

Wallator was one of two bullriders covering their 
mount at the annual event sanctioned by the World 
Professional Bullriding Inc., of Bowden. 

In the opening long-go-around, Wallator failed to 
be a slippery rider as he marked an 80.5 aboard Main 
Event’s Grease Monkey pocketing $1,400. 

Two riders, Beau Brooks, of Carstairs, and Ty 
Prescott, of Strathmore, settled for a 2/3 split record¬ 
ing 79.5 rides. Brooks covered Main Event’s Bull 
Winkle while Prescott rode Main Event’s Still 
Sntokin. 

Biggar, SK rider, Jordan Laventure, posted a solid 
78 on Main Event’s Smack Down to claim fourth in 
the event. 

Meanwhile, Miles Pennington, of Stettler, tried to 
capture the lime -light in Caroline but his 75.5 ride 
aboard Main Event’s Lime Lite was short of the top 
marked ride. 

Rounding out the top six rides of the long go- 
around was Mike Duthie, of Cochrane. 

Although he wanted to feel like a big-wig at the 
conclusion of the annual event, his 74 point ride on 
Renunington’s Big Wig barely qualified him into the 
short-go. 

In the short-go, the bulls held the upper hand as 
four riders tasted the infield dust.

Vance Markham is

With most of the players

“We've had a couple 
players come out this 
week who haven’t played 
for eight years,” said 
Markham. 

“Even if they haven’t 
played soccer, but they 
want to learn it, we can 
work with that." 

With the minority of the
